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THIXNIXG OUT THE HOUSE.
From present lndlcatiohs thero wlll

be many neAV fnces ln the next Houso

of Delegates. Returns prepared by
thls paper, nnd publlshed yesterday,
show that of tho elghty-one Demo¬

cratlc nomlnees already chosen, only
forty-four are at present members of

tho Assembly. Tw>nty-two are entlro

strangers to tho Assembly, Avhlle flf¬

teen have serA*cd/ ln prevlous Leglsla-
tures. So far as aa-o have observed, no

reason has yet been asslgned for the

many changes ln the personnel of the

lower House. Certalnly there was no

general movement afoot to oust the

advocates or opponents of partlcular
measures ln the last Assembly.- In the

absence of any general reason, the de¬

feat of so many old members of the

House must be attrlbutcd to local

causes. The countles wanted a change
and quietly brought lt about.

It ls not necessary to deny the the¬

ory of rotatlon ln offlee to see where

thls pollcy of thlnnlng out the House'

ls. in some cases, a dlstlnct loss to the

State. When a leglslator has remalned
ln the Assembly untll he thlnks hlm-

eelt infallible,v lt Is hlgh tlme to re¬

move hlm. When. llkewlse, he has

shown hlmself dishonest or Incompe-

lent, he should be conslgned to polit¬
lcal obllvlon ln short order. But other¬

wise his constltuents and the State at

large lose by any change.
The reason for thls politlcal axlom

ls manltest. Long servlce ln the As¬

sembly ls necessary before a leglsla¬
tor can acqulre influence and push Im¬

portant measures. For two or three

sesslons a member ls more or less of

a nonentlty. Hls committee appolnt¬
ments are generally unlmportant, hls

speeches are enjoyed more by the gal-
leries than by the members, and hls

vote ls generally hls sole asset, At

tbe end of that tlme, lf fearless and

able, he begins to galn power and re-

celves valuable appolntments.only to

be shelved by hls constltuents ln favor

of ar.other untralned man.

By thls process the real machlnery
of the House is thus placed in the
hands of a few landmarks, who con¬

trol thelr respectlvo countles and se¬

cure thelr Infallible return to the As¬

sembly. These men, in large measure,!
guide the newcomers, serve as chalr-
men of all Important commlttees and

leglslate ln accordance Avlth thelr OAvn

-well-flxed ideas and plans. - Under
these conditions the county Vhlch has
an honest and experlenced legislator
cannot affird to remove hlm.

Hence he becomes a dangerous ele
mijnt ln tho union. ever ready to stl
up strlfo and always anxlous to lea<
hla fellOAV-Avorkmen Into strlkes
W_hen a dlsagreement come3 ho avII

The strlke be
comes a rlot and the dlsagreement
vendetta, It ls therefore naturai tha
the records shoAV that most of th
rtolenco commltted In recent strike
has been the Avork of theEQ men.

The Avhole problem ls a menace t
tbe llfe of trado unlons and a standin
dlscredlt to Ita legitlmate functlons. I
the samo Avay, these frenzied forelgn
ers on strlko are a danger to th
olty and Stato. Xo A\*onder the avIe
heads of organized labor havo bee
anxlous, ln Belf-protecilon, to cui

these newcomers. Somo unlons in tl
East, especlally those of well-pa:
trades, try to bar the foreigner fro
thelr mldst untll he has seen enouj;
of trade condltlons to learn the propi
sphere of the union. Thls solutlo
however, has lts difflcultles, espocla
ly Avherc a union ls anxlouB to lncrea
lts strength and to lessen non-unh
competltion.

Thls question may se

absurd on lts face, but it rlses ln i

mlnd of any one Avho reads the <

count of recent graft in Boston, d

cu-sed ln tho last lasua uf Harne

Weekly, Tho stubborn faots remaln
tho snrrie. overy American elty that
hag boen suhjeeted to _' soarchlng
munlcipal Investlg: tlon within the
lnst foAv yenrs has boen found a fes-
terlng ahscess of rottonncss. Phil¬
adelphia led off the rnce, nnd showed
a stato of affairs thnt led many to
belleve lt tlio Avorst clty ln tho coun¬

try. But whon tho Snn Franolseo
grnft cnaos were unenrthcd tho Quakcr
Clty sfiomed Uke a modol town In
compnrlson. Then the Plttsburg Coun¬
cll was examincd by n fenrless prose-
cutor, and after a number of poli¬
tlcians hnd been safely lodgcd behind]
prison bars, that clty Avas glvon thei
palm of munlcipal degeneracy. And'
now comes Boston.self-rlghteous Bos¬
ton.Avhoso scandals havo boen un-

earthed ln part nt least by a fenrless
prosecutlng attorney. Thus four great
American cltles have been cleaned up.
or nt least sponged off.In tho last
fcAV years, nnd condltlons In nll Avero

unthlnkably bad. Against this list, so
far as avo knoAA*. there ls not a single
Instance ln recent years whero the
adminlstratlon of a great clty hns been
examlned and found reasonably free

from^ graft nnd corruption. A guarded
and partlal lnvestlgatlon of Baltlmore
has dlsclosed condltlons that indicate
equally bad condltlons. JXew York
nnd Chlcago.lt ls necdlcss to say.are
rccognlzcd as hopeless.
Thls ls a sorry spectacle. Such graft

nnd thleving, repeated ln so many In-
stances, are not mere colncldences.
They must mean that our American
system of clty government ls Inherent-
ly and fundamentally wrong. Thls
concluslon was reached long ago by
students of actual condltlons, and was

paraded ln the press; but lt cannot
Tjo too often impressed on the public
mlnd. Awakened public consclence is,
Ave thlnk, tho only sure^way to purlfy
munlcipal government. The commis¬
sion plan, admlrable as lt ls, rests

solely upon the princlple that the
people, once nroused, wlll support hon¬
est government.

THE IlECOnD IX TRAVEL-SAFETY.
The Burllngton Rallroad ls rejolc-

Ing ln a new safety-record. Durlng
the flscal year just closed that com¬

pany did not klll a. passenger of tho
mllllons hauled over Its llnes. Thl3
record and a similar one made by tha
Pennsylvania Rallroad In 1908 are held
up as unprccedented ln the history of
American transportation.
Thls record ls, indeed, admlrable, and

cannot, of course, be excelled by any
public carrler for the same perlod of
time. But lt may be worth whlle to
observo that a Vlrglnla rallroad has
a record In thls respect, besldes Avhich
the achlevement of the Burllngton
seems but a trlfle.) The Rlchmond,
Frederleksburg and Potomac Rallroad,
since lt began operatlons over Its flrst
sectlon oh January 23, 1S3T, has never
lost a passenger by accldental death.
It has hauled many mlllions of trav¬
elers, ln falr -weather and ln foul, in
war and ln peace. and has never killed
a passenger. It may be objected, of
course. that thls record Is on a short
Une, reachlng only about 116 mlles.
But when the tremendous trafllc over

tho cornpany's ralls Is remembered, and
when the congested trafflc of so short
a Jine ls considered, the record ls really
even more Avonderful. The annals of
the world's transportation record noth¬
ing llko it.
Thls Avhole question of safely ln

travel ls well Avorth the attentlon of
any transportation company. The dam¬
age suits and enormous cost of great
rallroad accidents are Avelghty con¬

slderatlons; but the unenvlablo repu-
tatlon whlch a company gains from
repeated accidents and the economlc
loss to the community are not less Im¬
portant. Every devlce that Ingenuity
can suggest, and every safeguard that
a Avlse management can throAv around
its trafflc is demanded by exlstlng con¬

dltlons. The 610-deaths from railroad
accidents ln 190S are 610 lives that
mlght have been saved.

dltlon, and Avlll return to England.
Bul this wlll be only the beglnnlng

of evlls. A host of lesser Shawa Avlll
rlse up to Imltnto the Englishman, and
a flood of would-be problem plays
avIU bo hastlly Avrltten. We hopo for
the best, but Ave fear tho Avorst from
the contact of Noav York Avlth ShaAA-.
Llterary abllity should of coutho be

glvon rein, but Avhen coupled Avlth the
"Unconventlonallty" of Shaw and hls
llko, lt should not be given needless
eneourngement. Indeed, tho less sald
about tlio subject, tho better. Such
llterary men and such llterary movo-

mentH oavo thelr very cxlstence to the
patronage of a cult Avhich prefera nov¬

elty to morallty and aonsatlon to sen-

tlmont. Wlth thls patronage removed,
ShaAV would vanish ln a year.

lliio-rrrli'n Joiintcr III* Only Prccctlent
r<ir I.eltvliiK <h" -Olintry.

Is the establlshed oustom thnt prosl-
tlcnts of the Unlted Statos Bhall not
dnpart from tho terrltory of the
Unlted Statos durlng thelr terms "of
olllce, rlgldly observod by all of them
untll Theodore Roosevelt sucoecdcd t«
that high olllce, a good nnd respec-
table rule, or Is lt not?
Apparently, Presldent Taft does noi

tl|.ii/t that it ls. Publlclty ls given
to the fnct thnt hc has consented to
cross tho border botAvecn Texas antl
Mexlco durlng hls comlng tour aud to
spend BOine tlmo on the Mexican slde,
as the guest of Presldent Dlaz. The
exctiso for thls" Mexican vlslt la that
Presldont Dlnz wlll flrst cross tho
rlver that dlvldos tho two countrles
at the point Avhere they avIU como
together and pay hls rospects to the
Presldent of tho Unlted States.
Of course, lf Presldent Taft con-

sents ,10 vlslt Mr, Dlnz ln Mexlco, lt
makes no dlfferenco how far he goes
on Mexican soll, or how long he staya
there. He mlght Just as Avell go to
the Clty of Mexlco and spend a fort-
nlght* Avlth Dlaz at hls "palace" as to
remaln on the Mexican slde of the
border far ono hour. Isoxt year l\o
mlght Avlth equal proprlety go to
bttawa for a vlslt to the Governorr
General of Canada, and the year af¬
ter he mlght go to Europe or to South
tArnerlca nnd be gone all summer,
transactlng hls offlclal buslness on thc
way, as do Klng Edwnrd and the other
Eurdpenn soverelgns Avhen they are
touring ln other countrles thnn their
own.
About forty yearS havo elapsed slnco

Presldent Grant went to Malne and.
rode ln the flrst passenger traln from"
Bangor over the European and North
American Rallroad, whlch afforded tho
flrst and all-rall connectlon betAveen
Malne and the capltal of tho provlncc
of New BrunsAvick. But when the
traln whlch bore the Amerlcnn Presl¬
dent reached the border of New Bruns¬
Avick It stopped and Presldent Grant
forbore to' put his foot on forelgn soll.
He returned Immediately to Bangor
and spent the nlght there.
AVe have no doubt that lf GroA*er

Cleveland or Benjamln Harrison or
Wllllam McKlnley had held the offlee
of Presldent durlng tho past four
years no one of them would haA-e
thought it proper to embark on a
war A'essei and go to Colon and Pan¬
ama as Presldent Roosevelt did. Mr.
Roosevelt started wlth the Intentlon
of seelng the canal Voute, and durlng
most of hls stay he Avas ln thc "canal
zone." whlch Is nominally a part of
the Unlted States. But Avhen he went
to the clty of Panama he was clearly
on forelgn soll, and the old rule was
for the flrat tlme broken. Mr. Taft
CA'Idently thlnks that the .xample
then set by Mr. Roosevelt ls more
respectable than the practlce of all
tho other Presldents of thie Unlted
States, and apparently the people of
this country nre dlsposed to agree
wlth hlm..Hartford Tlmes.

WESTERX PIIII.OSOPHY.

Fnlhcr Sulllvnn's Discusslon of Women
Is Sllghtly Coufuslng.

lt is not easy to mako out exactly
what Father Sullivan ia driving at
ln his remarks on tho modern woman.
He proiests ln what seems to be a

A*ery emphatlc manner against tho
"highly educated, chlldless and hu_>-
bandless slsterhood," yet in the same
breath ho declares his profound con¬
vlctlon that in reallty "women don't
want hlgher educatlon or culture."
Does he mean that they do not desire
it or that lt is not good for them?
We are at a I0S3, for after denounc-
Ing the "antlcs" of the "highly edu¬
cated" he goes on to show that such
Avomen are ln fact non-exlstent:
"They do not exert themselves other

than to acqulro a few charmlng su-

perlath'es, varied by an approprlate
glggle -or two, Avhich equlpment -ls
sufflclent to get them along ln pollte
aoclety."
Then, haA-Ing dttly rebuked them on

thla score and deplored "the lnordl-
riate trlvlalltles of modern femlnlnlty."
he proceeds to scold them for the
foolish endeavors they are making to
lmprove their condition:
"The groAving discontent over what

women regard as their neglect has
produced many asperltles and auch
bitterness on the vart of the screech-
Ing and screaming slsterhood, who dis¬
play, by thelr assertlveness. a strange
lack of confldence ln thelr fathers and
husbands." \
And then, remembering that they

are equally reprehcnslble for the op¬
poslte reason, he chides them on ac¬
count of thelr lack of Independence,
saylng, "they Uke to be and are ad-
mlred not for what ls ln them but for
Avhat Is pn them."
Flnally^-seelng that thls might bn

taken as a sort of encouragement tc
those who strlve to stand on thel\owr
merlts, he utterly condemns the afhbl-
tlons of the "new woman," upon th.
obvlous reason that "as woman ls
neither thc mental nor physlcal cqua:
of mtin, she Avlll bo compelled to suf¬
fer Avhen she shall havo taken frorr
her her only prop, mascullne chlvalry.'

ccators, for'thero nre fewjfamllles In
Spuln, Avhethor noble or peasant, that
hnvo not a straln of Borbor blood Ui
thelr velns dating from the tlmo of
the Moorlsh domlnutlon of the Iborlan
Ponlnsula. Every forelgn consort of
a Spnnlsh Klng haa had to sullcr
through thls nutlonni prejudlce, wnlch,
Indeed, had tho effect of drlvlng the
roy nl Itallan Duko Amodeus of Aosta
Into rcslgnlng the throne of Spnln to
whlch tho representntlvca of the peo¬
plo themselves had olected hlm.
Thc Queen mother, Ghrlstlne, to

Avhom Spaln OAves so deep a debi of
gratltudo for tho sagaclty, ttie un-
selllshness and the untlrlng devotlon
wlth AVlvlch sho admlnlatered tho ro-
goncy durlng the slxteen years thut
intervened betAveen her husband's death
and her boy's majorlty, Avas hanJl-
capped In all her labors for the coun¬
try by -tho unreasonlng prejudlce of
her son's liegea against her on account
of her forelgn blrth.
Queen Ena is an object of stlll

greater chauvln prejudlce In tho land
of her adoptlon. The fact that sue
wns reared us a Protcstant causes the
fo.es of tho dynasty to Inslst that her
ctinvcrslon on the cvo ot her marrlngo
ivna not slncere, _nd only gone through
by her ln order to secure a placo on
tho throne. Moreover, she ls perhaps
more set ln her forelgn Avays than
Queen Chrlstlna.posslbly becauso sho
has not as yet had sulllclent tlme to

get entlrely rld of them. Sho adhore.
to many of her Engllsh customs. soeins
happlest Avhen she has Engllsh reta-
tlvea ataylng ivlth her.somo of them
aro Avlth her rnost of the tlme.all of
whlch constltutes a p.rpetual remlndor
to thc peoplo that she is a foreigner
rather than a Spaniard. and that *ihe
stlll prefera the land of her blrth to
the land of her adoptlon.
Tho announcement ln the Engllsh

papers that ahe~ *ls golng to spend
much' more tlmo ln England than here
tofore with her chlldren nnd that Klng
Edward has actually placed a perma¬
nent resldence at her dlsposal ond
thut of Don Alfonso for uae as thelr
hoadquartera ln England, ls certain to
render tbtnga even still more dlllicult
for hor and also for her husband _t
Madrid.

When thc late Duke ot Pless, who
was grand huntsman to the Prusslan
crown, dled two years ago, conslder-
able catonlshment Avas created by the
fallure of the Kalser to contlnue tho
tltle of duke to hls old frlend's son
and helr, Avho has been obliged to

content himself with the mlnor dignity
of Prlnce von Pless. It was rumor-.-i
ln court circles, however, that thla
token of Imperial dlspleasure was alm-
od rather at the late duke hlmsolf
than at hls aon, and lt avus polnted out
that something akln to an estiang**-
ment had arisen between the Emperor
and the old duke a short timo beforo
the latter's domise. It seems that tno
duke, Avhose second Avlfe. noAV hls
Avidow, by blrth a member of the
prlncely houae of Dohna, Is a moat
charmlng woman and extremely popu¬
lar at court, became Infatuated ln the
concludlng years of hls llfe with a

Avoman of the name of Frau Otto
Knoepfke.
Tho wornan's husband, who Is a mer¬

chant, Instead of demandlng a dlvorce,
set to work to extort money from the
duke under the threat of exposure, and
managed to secure, flrat ,of all, sepa¬
rate payments amountlng to several
thousands of dollars each. and ultl-
mately an annulty of $3,000 a year. Not
satisfied Avlth thls, the mnn nuide
still further demands, on recelvlng
whlch the duke had a stroke, to whlch
he succumbed.
About a year ago Otto Knoepfke

commenced making demands on ihe
duke's son and helr. aasumlng thut,
belng eriormously rl<m, the prlnce
would rather pay anv price than nl-
Ioav his father's name to be besmlrch-
ed.. The prlnce, however, seems to
have found the man altogether too ex-
tortlonate, communlcated Avlth the po¬
llce, had the fellow arrested on

charges of blackmall, and the affair
has iust reached lts cllmax in the .on-

victlbn and sentencing of. Otto Knoe¬
pfke to a term of several yeara of
lmprls.onn.ent Avlth hard labor.
The KiUser seems to have becoino

aware ot the Infatuatlon of the old
duke some tlme before" the lattor'a
death and to have resented his treat¬
ment of tho duchess ln the matter. He
is alao sald lo bo angered against the
prlnce on the ground that it Avould
havo been preferable to make any sac¬
rlflce rather than to lay baro In tho
courts the mlsconduct of hls fathor,
and to thus lnvolvo ono of the great .s:
namos of tho Prusslan arlatocracy ln a

publio scandal.
The present Prlnce of Pless, Avho >s

colossally rich, and ono of the groatsst
land and mlne owners ln Germany,'is
marrled to Mlsa Daisy CornAvallls West,
slator of tho young Duchess of West¬
minster, and daughter of Colonel and
Mrs. CornAvallls West. At one tlme
the prlnco and prlncess Avere very pop-
-»Uur at the court of Berlin. The Kaiser
Avas the godfuther of thelr eldest bby,
Klng Edward belng the other sponsot*.
But noAV they nre no longer ln favor,
.and have recently sold thelr line pal¬
ace ln Borlln, Avhich untll three years
ago Avas ono of tho great centres and
rendezvous of everythlng that ls best
ln Borlln soclety,

ily of Hochberg, und lt ls one of hlt
father's brothor's sons Avho formerly
bore the name of Count John Ferdi¬
